Chart of our Imports and Exports (Page 155) 
Monthly fluctuations in the volume of United 
Kingdom imports and exports during 1936 and 1935, 
as compared with the averages for 1909-13 and 
1924-29 (except 1926) are illustrated by means of a 
chart. The values represented are based on prices 
ruling in 1930. An explanatory note is given below. 


Foreign Exchanges in January (Page 156) 

On balance London rates for sterling lost about 
one-half of one per cent. in terms of belgas and 
between 0:1 and 0°3 per cent. to French francs, lire, 
florins and reichsmarks; there was a slight gain as 
compared with Swiss francs and Czechoslovak 
crowns. The pound lost about 0°3 and 0:2 per cent. 
respectively to the United States and the Canadian 
dollar, about 1:3 per cent. to the Japanese yen and 
nearly 1 per cent. to the Shanghai dollar. The free 
market rate for the Argentine peso showed slight 
easement as between December 18 and January 15. 


Shipping Movement at U.K. Ports (Page 157) 

The net tonnage of vessels engaged in the foreign 
trade that arrived with cargo in December last was 
4-4 per cent. greater than in December, 1935, while 
arrivals in ballast increased by 3:2 per cent.; 
departures with cargo showed an increase of 7:1 per 
cent, and those in ballast one of 13-4 per cent. The 
all-round increase in the coasting trade noted for 
most months of 1936 was again in evidence, arrivals 
and departures with cargo being of 4:3 and 49 per 
cent. greater tonnages respectively than a year 
earlier, while corresponding movements in ballast 
were 75 and 11:0 per cent. greater. In the last 
quarter of 1936 foreign trade entrances and clear- 
ances with cargo were 57 and 0°4 per cent. respec- 
tively heavier than in the fourth quarter of 1935, 
while ballast movements were 3°7 and 17:2 per cent. 
larger.

Merchant Shipbuilding in 1936 (Page 165) 
According to Lloyd’s Register of Shipping 999 
vessels of 2,117,924 tons gross, or 815,844 tons more 
than in 1935, were launched in the world last year, 
of which 856,257 tons, or 357,246 tons more than in 
1935, were from berths in Great Britain and Ireland, 
There appears good reason to anticipate that the 
renewal of activity in the shipbuilding industry is 
likely to be maintained in the immediate future.

Special Articles 


VOLUME OF IMPORTS AND EXPORTS IN 1936 
COMPARISON WITH 1935 AND WITH AVERAGES FOR 1909-13 AND 1924-29 (EXCEPT 1926) 


The chart on the opposite page traces, month by 
month, the volume of our imports and exports in 1936 
and 1935, the values represented being those calculated 
on the basis of the prices prevailing in the year 1930. 
The recorded values of the imports and exports have 
been converted in the manner outlined in the article 
on the volume of trade appearing on page 116 of the 
last issue of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal,’’ allowance 
being made for changes in the average values which 
have occurred in the course of each year. The infor- 
mation relates to total imports and to British exports, 
the course of the re-export trade not being traced on 
the chart. 

The chart also shows the averages for the years 1924 
to 1929 (except 1926) on the basis of the prices pre- 
vailing in 1930, together with, as on previous occa- 
sions, averages for the five years 1909 to 1913 after 
making estimated allowances for the effects of the 
separation of the Irish Free State on the recorded 
values of the external trade of the United Kingdom. 
The year 1926 has been omitted owing to the very 
abnormal trade in that year consequent upon the 
General Strike and the prolonged stoppage of coal 
production. 

Trade figures for any one month of any year are 
necessarily liable to accidental] variations. The com- 
paratively steady trend of the monthly averages for 
the five years 1909 to 1913 and 1924 to 1929 (except 
1926), particularly when allowance is made for the 
differences in the number of days in the months, indi- 
cates that, in the averages for these periods, such acci- 
dental variations have been smoothed out. It will be 
noted that the Easter and Whitsun holidays appear to 
have affected the trade of April and of June to a 





greater extent in the post-war period than in 1909 to 
1913, possibly due to the practice in more recent years 
of making some extension of the holiday period as 
compared with pre-war years. 

The import curve based on post-war averages is very 
similar in shape to that based on pre-war averages. 
The volume of imports falls during the spring and 
summer, reaches the lowest point in August or Sep- 
tember, rises sharply in October, and is highest in the 
winter months. . 


As regards exports, it will be seen that the pre-war 
averages show some increase in the volume of exports 
throughout the year. The post-war averages, on the 
other hand, would seem to indicate a definite increase 
in the volume of exports in October and a general 
slight downward trend until the following September. 


Contrary to the usual seasonal decline, there was no 
marked change in the volume of imports during the 
first half of 1985; imports thereafter followed the 
normal seasonal trend, being in each month greater 
than the average of the years 1924 to 1929 (except 
1926). The trend of imports during 1936 was generally 
similar to that for 1985, at a higher level throughout 
the year. 

Allowing for the normal seasonal movement, the 
trend of exports was upwards during 1935—apart from 
December, when there was a considerable decline— 
though there was no considerable expansion until 
October. The lower level of December, 1935, con- 
tinued during the first half of 1936, when exports were 
about the same as a year earlier. The expansion 10 
exports commenced again in July and continued until 
the end of the year,

Norre.—The sale of gold by the Bank of England at a statutory price ceased to be obligatory as from September 21, 1931. Of 
the countries for which quotations are shown in the above table, similar action to that of this country was taken by Sweden, Norway 
and Denmark on September 28, 1931, by Japan on December 14, 1931, by the United States on Apri! 19, 1933, and by the Netherlands 
on September 27, 1936. The gold content of the United States dollar was reduced by 40-94 per cent. on February 1, 1934; that of the 
Czechoslovak crown by one-sixth on February 19, 1934, and by a further 16 per cent. on October 9, 1936; that of the belga by 28 per 
cent. on April 1, 1935; and that of the lira by 40-94 per cent. on October 7, 1936. The French franc was devalued from 65} milligrammes 
of gold (0-900 fine) to between 43 and 49 milligrammes on September 27, 1936, and on the same date the gold content of the Swiss 





frane was reduced from 290 milligrammes to between 190 and 215 milligraimmes. 


Foreign exchange rates for the principal European 
currencies moved within narrow limits during January. 
There were only three variations in excess of 0:1 per 
cent. in the averages of the quotations for any week 
compared with those of the preceding week, viz., 
an appreciation of sterling in terms of Czechoslovak 
crowns amounting to 0°3 per cent. in the second week 
of the month, and in the last week of the month an 
appreciation of 0°2 per cent. compared with Swiss 
franes and a depreciation of 0°2 per cent. in relation to 
belgas. The maximum variations in the closing rates 
of the undermentioned currencies were as follows :— 
French franes, 105:08 to 105°17; lire, 93°03 to 93°31; 
florins, 8°94 to 8:98; Reichsmarks, 12°17 to 12:22; Swiss 
francs, 21:37 to 21°47; belgas, 29°01 to 29°15; and 
Czechoslovak crowns, 140°13 to 141-00. On balance the 
pound lost about one-half of one per cent. in terms of 
belgas, while in relation to French franes, lire, florins 
and Reichsmarks the net depreciation was between 0:1 
and 0:3 per cent.; there was a slight gain as compared 
with Swiss francs and Czechoslovak crowns. Scan- 
dinavian currencies remained unchanged. 

On balance both the New York and Montreal rates 
moved slightly against sterling in January, the pound 





losing about 03 and 0-2 per cent., respectively. 
Canadian funds in New York were at a premium of 
yy per cent. on December 31 and +, per cent. on Janu- 
ary 7, at par on January 14, and at a discount of # per 
cent. on January 21 and 4, per cent. on January 28. 


The Japanese yen was quoted at 13°78d. at the end of 
December and during the next two weeks the rate rose 
to 13°86d. on January 4, 13°92d. on the 5th and just 
over 14d. on the 15th; the rate eased somewhat during 
the second half of the month but, on balance, the 
pound lost about 13 per cent. during January. 
Shanghai dollars were quoted at 14}d. up to the 28th 
when the rate rose to 143d., the net movement in 
January thus recording a depreciation of sterling of 
nearly one per cent. 


According to information received from Buenos 
Aires, the official selling rate for the Argentine peso, 
which was fixed by the Government at 16-00 to the £ 
on December 9, has been unchanged, while the free 
market rate, which was 16°11 in the week ended Decem- 
ber 18, declined by one cent in each of the two follow- 
ing weeks, rose by 11 cents in the week ended January 8 
and declined by 5 cents to 16°15 in the next week.

MOVEMENT AT UNITED KINGDOM PORTS IN DECEMBER, 


1936, 


AND IN RECENT QUARTERLY PERIODS 


Foreign Trade, Arrivals.—The net tonnage of the 
yessels that arrived at ports in the United Kingdom 
during December, 1936, with cargo for discharge at the 
port of arrival was 7,175,000 tons, or 300,000 tons (4°4 
per cent.) more than in December, 1935. Of the prin- 
cipal nationalities, British tonnage increased by 360,000 
tons (9 per cent.), French by 43,000 tons (25 per cent.), 
and Dutch by 40,000 tons (15 per ¢ent.). Important 
decreases occurred in United States tonnage (77,000 
tons, or 19 per cent.) and German tonnage (50,000 
tons, or 14 per cent.), while there was also a decline of 
32,000 tons (3 pex cent.) in the tonnage of ‘‘ Other 
Nationalities ’’ to which Belgian, Finnish and Greek 
vessels were the main contributors. Of the total net 
tonnage that arrived with cargo in December, 1936, 
about 63 per cent. was British, as compared with nearly 
61 per cent. a year earlier. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that arrived during the 
month at any port without cargo for discharge at that 
port (recorded as arriving in ballast) was 2,395,000 
tons, an increase of 74,000 tons (3°2 per cent.) on the 
tonnage in December, 1935. British tonnage increased 
by 89,000 tons (3 per cent.), French by 34,000 tons 
(20 per cent.) and German by 25,000 tons (12 per 
eent.), while Dutch tonnage was 23,000 tons (16 per 
cent.) less than a year earlier. The British share of 
the net tonnage that arrived in ballast was about 58 per 
cent. in both months, while of the total British tonnage 
that arrived, about 23 per cent, was in ballast in the 
later and 24 per cent. in the earlier period. 


Foreign Trade, Departures.—The net tonnage of the 
vessels that departed during December, 1936, from 
ports at which they had loaded cargo for abroad was 
5,439,000 tons, or 361,000 tons (7:1 per cent.) more 
than in December, 1935. British tonnage was higher 
by 855,000 tons (11 per cent.), French by 36,000 tons 
(l4 per cent.) and ‘‘ Other Nationalities ’’—mainly 
Spanish, Finnish and Swedish—by 51,000 tons (7 per 
ceent.). The largest decrease—40,000 tons, or 20 per 
cent.—related to United States vessels, while Dutch and 
German tonnage declined by 30,000 tons (13 per cent.) 
and 11,000 tons (3 per cent.), respectively. About 64 
per cent. of the net tonnage that departed with cargo 
in December, 1936, was British, against 61 per cent. a 
year earlier. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that departed from 
ports at which they had loaded no cargo for abroad (re- 
wrded as departing in ballast) aggregated 4,383,000 
tons during the month, or 518,000 tons (13°4 per cent.) 
more than in December, 1935. Except for German 
vessels, which showed a decrease of 10,000 tons (4 per 
cent.), all the principal nationalities showed greater 
movement, the largest increases being for British ton- 
nage (261,000 tons, or 11 per cent.), Dutch tonnage 
(80,000 tons, or 51 per cent.) and Norwegian tonnage 
(40,000 tons, or 14 per cent.), French tonnage was also 
substantially greater, while a large increase of 107,000 
tons (19 per cent.) for ‘‘ Other Nationalities ’’ was 
mainly in respect of Italian, Greek and Danish vessels. 
Of the net tonnage that departed in ballast, British 
Vessels accounted for 58 per cent. last December, 
égainst 59 per cent. in December, 1935, while of the 
total British tonnage that departed, 42 per cent. was in 
ballast in both periods.

The increased tonnage that arrived with cargo at 
Southampton represented nearly one-third of the total 
net increase at all ports, while of the total net increase 
in departures with cargo, Liverpool, London and 
Southampton together accounted for well over 50 per 
cent. In both cases the tonnage engaged was mainly 
British. There was a considerable decrease in the 
British tonnage that arrived with cargo at Hull. 


Coasting Trade.—The all-round increase in the coast- 
ing trade, as compared with a year earlier, noted for 
most months of 1936, was again evident in December, 
when the net tonnage of the arrivals and departures 
with cargo was 96,000 tons (4°38 per cent.) and 108,000 
tons (4°9 per cent.), respectively, more than in Decem- 
ber, 1935. The tonnage that arrived and departed in 
ballast exceeded that of a year earlier by 179,000 tons 
(7'5 per cent.) and 261,000 tons (11:0 per cent.). The 
principal changes, as compared with December, 1935,

Tables showing the entrances and clearances of 
vessels at ports in the United Kingdom during each of 
the last five quarters appear on page 160. The net 
tonnage entered and cleared with cargo last quarter, 
though showing the usual seasonal decline as com- 
pared with the previous quarter, exceeded that in the 
last quarter of 1935 by 5:7 and 0°4 per cent., respec- 
tively. The figures were also higher than those for the 
fourth quarter of any recent year. As regards vessels 
in ballast, the entrances last quarter were 3°7 per cent. 
and the clearances 17:2 per cent. higher than in the 
fourth quarter of 1935. 

Statistics relating to the entrances and clearances 
from and to British countries and foreign countries 
show that 26-5 per cent. of the net tonnage entered 
with cargo at United Kingdom ports in the fourth 
quarter of 19386 was from other parts of the British 
Empire, compared with 26:0, 26:7 and 23-9 per cent. 
in the first, second and third quarters. For the whole 
year, the proportions were 25°7 per cent. in 1936 and 
25°2 per cent. in 1935. As regards clearances with cargo 
the relevant proportions were 23-9 per cent. in the last 
quarter compared with 243, 25-2 and 25:4 per cent., 
respectively, the average for the year being 24-7 per 
cent. compared with 24:0 per cent. in the year 1935. 
It may be mentioned that, with the exception of the 
first quarter (entrances) and fourth quarter (clearances), 
the proportions from or to British countries were 
greater in each quarter of 1936 than a year earlier. 

Compared with the fourth quarter of 1935, the 
British tonnage that entered and cleared with cargo 





rose by 78 and 2:1 per cent., respectively. French 
tonnage was also higher in both directions, while Nor- 
wegian and Dutch tonnages were higher as regards 
entrances, but lower in the outward movement. 
United States and German tonnage showed a general 
decline, that for the former being substantial. 

With regard to the trading areas, increases in 
entrances and clearances with cargo last quarter, as 
compared with the fourth quarter of 1985, were 
recorded for the majority of the areas specified in the 
table, and in three cases for entrances and four cases 
for clearances the tonnage exceeded that in any of the 
four preceding quarters. The most noteworthy 
increases in tonnage entered with cargo were for 
““ Northern Europe (Foreign),’’ ‘‘ North America— 
Atlantic Coast ’’—reflecting increased imports of 
wheat from Canada—‘‘ Europe (Atlantic) and Western 
Mediterranean Countries ’’—no doubt associated with 
increased imports from France—and ‘‘ East Africa, 
Persian Gulf, India ’’; the decreases, recorded for only 
two areas, were relatively unimportant. 

As regards clearances with cargo, eight of the areas 
specified showed increases last quarter compared with 
a year earlier, the largest, as for entrances, being for 
‘“* Northern Europe (Foreign) ’’ and resulting, in part, 
from greater coal exports. The next largest increases 
were recorded for ‘‘ North America—Atlantic Coast ’’ 
and the Irish Free State. The only outstanding 
decrease was recorded for ‘‘ Central and Eastern 
Mediterranean Countries,’’ there being a substantial 
reduction in exports to Italy.

LLOYD’S REGISTER ANNUAL SUMMARY OF 
MERCANTILE SHIPBUILDING, 1936 


The statistics issued by Lloyd’s Register of Shipping of 
merchant vessels launched during the year 1936 show large 
increases, both at home and abroad, in the output of the 
shipbuilding industry, the total being about 816,000 tons 
(627 per cent.) greater than that for the previous year. 


PaRTICULARS OF OUTPUT 


Excluding ships of less than 100 tons gross, there were 
launched in the world* 999 vessels of 2,117,924 tons gross, of 
which 856,257 tons were from berths in Great Britain and 
jreland, and 1,261,667 tons abroad. The output in Great 
Britain and Ireland represents 40-4 per cent. of the total, 
as compared with 38-3 per cent. in 1935, 47-5 per cent. in 
1934, 27-2 per cent. in 1933, 25-8 per cent. in 1932, 31-1 per 
cent. for 1931, and 51-2 per cent. for 1930. The output of 
the other leading countries is as follows :— 


Germany, 379,981 tons; Japan, 294,861 tons; Sweden, 
154,044 tons; the United States, 111,885 tons; Den- 
mark, 97,537 tons; and Holland, 93,831 tons. 


The actual increase in the world output as compared with 
that for 1935 amounts to 815,844 tons. In Great Britain 
and Ireland there has been the notable increase of 357 ,246 
tons (71-6 per cent.) in the tonnage launched, while abroad 
the increase amounts to 458,598 tons. 


In Great Britain and Ireland 38 vessels, of 93,302 tons, 
were launched for owners residing abroad, equal to 10-9 per 
cent. of the total output. ‘Twenty-two of these vessels, of 
57,456 tons, will be registered in the British Dominions 
overseas. 


Among the principal shipbuilding countries abroad, the 
tonnage launched for registration under other flags was as 
follows: —Germany, 60 vessels of 199,742 tons; Sweden, 23 
of 139,795 tons; Denmark, 15 of 59,706 tons; Japan, 13 of 
9,690 tons; and Holland, 9 of 3,799 tons. 


The world launches for the year include 113 vessels of 
over 6,000 tons each, of which 19 are of between 10,000 and 
15,000 tons, and seven of 15,000 tons and upwards. 


The total tonnage of steamers launched in the world is 
877,746 tons, of which 442,366 tons (50-4 per cent.) were 
launched in Great Britain and Ireland, and 435,380 tons 
(49°6 per cent.) in countries abroad. The total tonnage of 
motorships launched in the world is 1,202,476 tons, Of these, 
408,004 tons (33-9 per cent.) were launched in Great Britain 
and Ireland, and 794,472 tons (66-1 per cent.) in countries 
abroad. 


During the year there were launched 35 vessels of 244,914 
tons which are to be fitted with geared steam turbines. In 
addition there were launched 97 vessels of 267,234 tons, with 
a combination of steam reciprocating engines and low pres- 
sure turbines, including one, of 5,888 tons, launched at 
Belfast, in which electric power is also utilised. In Great 
Britain and Ireland there were launched 11 turbine vessels 
(all geared) of 72,830 tons, and 28 vessels of 134,232 tons 
with a combination of steam reciprocating engines and low 
pressure turbines. 


During the year 87 steam and motor oil tankers, of 667,794 
tons—excluding vessels of less than 1,000 tons—were 
launched, of which 20 of 148,797 tons were built in Great 
Britain and Ireland. Of the 87 tankers, 73 of 559,690 tons 
are motorships. 


Of the steam tonnage launched in the world—877,746 tons 
—upwards of 300,000 tons are steamers fitted to burn oil 
fuel under the boilers, so that of the world tonnage launched 
during 1936 approximately 27 per cent. is exclusively 
dependent on coal for propulsion. 


Proceress oF SHIPBUILDING DURING 1936 


Lloyd’s Register Quarterly Returns show that at the open- 
ing of the year 1936 the tonnage being built throughout the 
world was 1,543,153 tons. At the end of March there was an 
increase of about 277,000 tons, and further substantial 
additions were recorded in subsequent quarters. At the end 
of December the total was 2,251,221 tons, showing the large 
increase of 708,068 tons as compared with December, 1935. 
The figures for Great Britain and Ireland for the same dates 





* Excluding Russia, for which country no figures are available. 
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show an increase of 220,556 tons (nearly 30 per cent.), at 
December, 1936. 


At the beginning of 1937 six countries had more than 
100,000 tons of shipping under construction, viz.: Great 
Britain and Ireland, 963,642 tons; Germany, 408,465 tons; 
Japan, 203,146 tons; Holland, 150,850 tons ; Sweden, 123,796 
tons; and the United States, 110,356 tons. Next in order 
were Denmark, 75,950 tons; and France, 66,876 tons. 


In view of the fact that the amount of tommage laid down 
during 1936, as shown in Lioyd’s Register Quarterly 
Returns, has exceeded by 622,000 tons that launched during 
the year, and taking into account the substantial volume of 
tonnage for which orders have been placed in recent months, 
there is good reason to anticipate that the renewal of 
activity in the shipbuilding industry throughout the world 
is likely to be maintained in the immediate future. 


VESSELS CLASSED BY Lioyp’s REGISTER 


Of the merchant vessels launched last year, 401 of 
1,308,013 tons (261 vessels of 744,272 tons in Great Britain 
and Ireland, and 140 of 563,741 tons abroad) were being 
built under the survey of the Society with a view to classi- 
fication in Lloyd’s Register Book. 


Attention is specially drawn to the figures in Table IX 
and to the double line in the diagram showing the tonnage 
of new vessels classed by Lloyd’s Register during each 
calendar year for the last 34 years. A notable feature dis- 
closed by these figures is that the average tonnage of new 
vessels classed by the Society for that long period (1903-36) 
amounts to 1,538,177 tons per annum.

OVERSEA TRADE IN OCTOBER, 1936 


The report on oversea trade of Australia for October, 
1936, recently made available by the Commonwealth Statis- 
tician, Canberra, shows that imports of merchandise in 
October, 1936, were £stg.7,875,000, as compared with

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£stg.7,572,000 in October, 1935, an increase of £stg.303,000 
(4 per cent.),and exports of merchandise were £stg.9,900,000 
in October, 1936, as compared with £stg.9,500,000, an in. 
crease of £stg.400,000 (4 per cent.). 


Imports of merchandise for the first four months of the 
year 1936-37 were £stg.30,677,000, as compared with 
£stg.27,706,000 for the first four months of 1935-36, an in. 
crease of £stg.2,971,000 (11 per cent.), while exports of 
merchandise were £stg.27,368,000, as compared with 
£stg.25,432,000, an increase of £stg.1,936,000 (9 per cent.), 


BALANCE OF TRADE 


The favourable commodity balance of trade in October, 
1936, was £stg.2,025,000, being slightly higher than the 
favourable balance of £stg.1,928,000 in October, 1935. In- 
cluding bullion and specie, a favourable balance of 
£stg.2,702,000 was recorded in October, 1936, which was 
little different from the favourable balance of £stg.2,742,000 
in October, 1935. 


For the first four months of 1936-37 there was an un- 
favourable commodity balance of trade of £stg.3,309,000, as 
compared with an unfavourable commodity balance of 
£stg.2,274,000 for the first four months of 1935-36. Includ- 
ing bullion and specie, the unfavourable balance for the 
first four months of 1936-37 was £stg.417,000, as compared 
with a favourable balance of £stg.505,000 for the first four 
months of 1935-36.

Lower average prices were declared for butter, mutton, 
tallow and zinc bars. Prices for sugar and beef were 
approximately the same in both months.

Mustard is in flower and 
pod in Cuttack. Wheat, linseed and tobacco are thriving. 

Punjab, January 25.—Dry weather has prevailed and 
rain is needed. The condition of crops is unchanged. Spring 
crops have been damaged by insects in Mianwali. 


Central Provinces, January 23.—The sky has been clear. 
Rabi crops are in good condition and progress is being made 
with the harvesting of juar and threshing of rice. Cotton 
picking is going on in Akola, Hoshangabad and Chindwara. 


Assam, February 1.—There has been seasonable weather 
and crop prospects are fair. 

Bengal, January 27.—The weather has been dry. The 
harvesting of spring crops continues and the threshing of 
winter paddy is over.

CANADA 
OVERSEA TRADE IN 1936 


‘(From the High Commissioner for Canada in London) 


Imports into Canada for home consumption during the 
calendar year 1936 totalled approximately 635,200,000 
dollars, as compared with 550,314,551 dols. in 1935, an 
merease of 84,900,000 dols. 

Imports from Empire countries were valued at approxi- 
mately 189,300,000 dols., as compared with 173,888,810 dols. 
in 1935, a gain of about 15,400,000 dols., while imports from 
the United Kingdom last year were valued at 123 million 
dols., as compared with 116,670,227 dols. in the previous 
year, an increase of about 6,300,000 dols. 

Canada’s imports from foreign countries also rose from 
376,425,741 dols. to 445,900,000 dols., an increase of 
69.500,000 dols. The total included imports from the United 
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States valued at 369,800,000 dols., comparing with 
312,416,604 dols. in the previous year, an increase of 
57,400,000 dols. 

Export TRrave 

Exports of Canadian products last year reached an 
approximate value of 1,015,200,000 dols., as against 
729,293,880 dols. during the previous year, the increase 
being no less than 285,900,000 dols. 

Shipments to countries in the British Empire rose from 
377,644,809 dols. to 484,100,000 dols., an increase of 
106,450,000 dols. Last year’s exports to Empire countries 
included 399,800,000 dols. for Great Britain, the compara- 
tive figure for 1935 being 303,501,542 dols., a gain of 
96,300,000 dols. 

EK xports of Canadian products to foreign countries in 1936 
reached approximately 531,100,000 dols., comparing with 
351,649,071 dols. in the previous year, a gain of 179,450,000 
dols. This total included exports to the United States 
valued at 406,700,000 dols., a gain of 146,700,000 dols., as 
compared with the 1935 total of 265,975,002 dols. 

Australia is now the third largest market for Canadian 
products, with purchases valued last year at 26,200,000 
dols., the previous year’s total having reached 22,799,736 
dols. Belgium came fourth with a total of 23 million dols., 
compared with 9,326,277 dols. in 1935. Japan came fifth 
with a total of 19,700,000 dols., as compared with 14,915,577 
dols. in 1935. 

Imports IN DecEMBER 

Imports into Canada during the month of December were 
valued at 53 million dols., as against 38,569,182 dols in 
December, 1935. Imports from Empire countries totalled 
13,400,000 dols. in December, inclusive of 8,500,000 dols. 
from Great Britain and 400,000 dols. from Australia. From 
foreign countries December imports totalled 39,600,000 
dols., inclusive of 32,600,000 dols. from the United States 
and 400,000 dols. from Belgium.

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NEW ZEALAND 
OVERSEA TRADE IN OCTOBER, 1986 


Trade statistics recently issued by the Census and 
Statistics Department, Wellington, reveal a sharp drop in 
exports in October last, the value being £2,567,301, as com- 
pared with the abnormally high off-season total of 
£3,980,585 in September. The quantities and values of all 
the main exports were considerably lower than in Sep- 
tember, the export of butter in particular showing a sharp 
fall from 248,049 ewts., valued at £1,611,731, in September, 
to 137,070 cwts. (£761,385) in October. 


The value of imports fell from £4,423,225 in September to 
£3,947,222 in October; the latter figure, despite the fall, 
being still abnormally high for recent years. As a conse- 
quence of the sharp fall in exports, a substantial excess 
of imports emerged as a result of the external trading in 
commodities during the month under review, the value of 
imports being £1,379,921 higher than that of exports. 
October is the third month in succession in which an excess 
of imports has been shown, the figures for the two preceding 
months being: September, £442,640; August, £847,557.

SPAIN 
REGULATIONS REGARDING BANK NOTES 


I—Berore THE Civit War 


The following is a summary of reports from official sources 
about Spanish regulations on the circulation of bank notes. 


(1) The export from Spain of gold, coined silver, and Bank 
of Spain and foreign bank notes has been restricted at least 
since May, 1931. There was not an absolute prohibition, 
since a traveller might take out of the country as much as 
5,000 pesetas. 


(2) As amounts in excess of the permitted limit were 
being exported, a decree was made by the Spanish Minister 
of Finance at Madrid on March 16, 1936, the main pro- 
visions of which were as follows :— 


(a) Travellers leaving Spain with notes of the Bank of Spain 
up to the permitted limit would receive from the 
Customs a document showing the amount and serial 
numbers of the notes they had been authorised to take 
out of the country, this document constituting a “‘ cir- 
culation permit ”’ (“‘ guia’’) for the notes. The holders 
of ‘‘ guias ’’ must hand them over to the foreign bank or 
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other person exchanging the notes, so that when the 
notes were eventually returned to Spain they might be 
credited to an ‘‘ exterior ’’ account. 

(6) Spanish banks and foreign banks operating in Spain were 
not permitted to accept notes of the Bank of Spain from 
abroad unless the notes were accompanied by the 
‘* guias ’’ referred to above. 

(c) Notes for which no “‘ guias ’’ had been issued, i.e. all notes 
of the Bank of Spain which were abroad at the date of 
the Decree, could be repatriated within periods fixed 
according to distance, 30 days being the maximum. 

(d) Spanish exporters were not allowed to accept notes of the 
Bank of Spain sent from abroad in payment for their 
exports. Similarly, banks could not accept such notes 
in settlement of drafts or other documents drawn for 
collection abroad. 


(3) By a Decree dated May 16, 1936, the amount which a 
traveller might take out of the country on a single occasion, 
without special permission, was reduced from 5,000 to 500 
pesetas. 


I]—Since tHe Crvit War Brcan 
(a) Territory controlled by the Madrid Government. 


(4) A Decree made at Madrid on October 13, 1936, by the 
Minister of Finance, provided for the issue by the Bank of 
Spain of silver certificates of 5 and 10 pesetas to take the 
place from October 17 of the 5 peseta coins. The Bank was 
to hold in reserve a quantity of coined silver equivalent to 
the certificates put into circulation. 

(5) A Decree made on November 29 by the Minister of 
Finance at Valencia prohibited, subject to punishment 
under the penal code, the holding and circulation of notes 
of the Bank of Spain which had been altered by stamping 
under the Decree of General Franco’s Administration (see 
paragraph 8 below), and declared that such notes would not 
be accepted by the Bank of Spain nor guaranteed by the 
gold reserves of that Bank. 

(6) Catalonia.—In accordance with a Decree passed in 
December by the Catalan Government, Treasury notes of 
the Generality are being issued, in denominations of 10, 5 
and 2-5 pesetas, to a value of 20 million pesetas, to meet the 
shortage of silver due to hoarding. The Decree states that 
the notes are to be issued through the Bank of Spain and 
‘‘ shall have the guarantee of other notes in circulation.”’ 


(7) Santander, etc.—At Santander, new local notes in de- 
nominations of 100, 50, 25, 10 and 5 pesetas were being 
circulated last November, in substitution for Bank of Spain 
notes. Local notes may have been put into circulation else- 
where in Spain. 


(b) Territory controlled by General Franco. 


(8) A Decree dated November 12, 1936, issued by General 
Franco’s Administration at Salamanca, provided as follows: 


(a2) Bank of Spain notes or silver certificates (see paragraph 4) 
which had been placed in circulation after Jaly 18, 
1936, would not be recognised as valid. 


(6) Bank of Spain notes of earlier issue would only be re- 
garded as valid if stamped at one of the branches of the 
Bank of Spain in the territory controlled by General 
Franco. Notes held abroad could be stamped if sub- 
mitted within a fixed period (30 days in the case of the 
United Kingdom) and if accompanied by the “ guias”’ 
covering their former exportation from Spain. The 
stamping of notes and their return to holders was to 
be subject to decisions by a special Commission as to the 
legitimacy of the ‘‘ guias.”’ 

(c) After the period allowed for the stamping of notes, the 
banks in the areas controlled by General Franco would 
no longer accept or put into circulation unstamped notes. 


(9) An Order, dated November 28, was issued by General 
Franco’s Administration providing as follows :— 

(a) The exportation of Bank of Spain notes, stamped or un- 
stamped, was absolutely prohibited. 

(6) The entry into Spain of Bank of Spain notes unaccom- 
panied by ‘‘ guias’’ was likewise forbidden; for notes 
accompanied by “ guias,”’ the procedure indicated under 
paragraph 8 (b) above would apply. 

(c) The free importation of foreign notes, whatever their 
number and value, was permitted. 

(d) The export of foreign notes was only authorised in the 
case of travellers and for an amount equivalent to 500 
pesetas, a special authorisation from the Treasury Com- 
mission being required for any larger sum. 


(10) H.M. Representative at Hendaye has asked the 
Burgos authorities under what conditions they would now, 
if desired, permit the importation of peseta notes which had 
been exported from Spain before the ‘ guia ’’ system was 
instituted. No answer has yet been reported. 
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(11) The Balearic Islands of Majorca and Ibiza and the 
Canary Islands provinces of Teneriffe and Las Palmas were 
at first exempted from the operation of the Decree of 
November 12 (paragraph 8 above). H.M. Vice-Consul at 
Palma (Majorca) has since reported that after November 25 
no notes of the Bank of Spain would be valid unless officially 
overprinted ‘‘ Arriba Espaiia 1936’; that importation of 
Spanish bank notes of any kind into territory controlled by 
General Franco’s Administration, including Majorca, was 
prohibited; and that notes are confiscated unless accom- 
panied by ‘ guias.’”’ The British Chamber of Commerce 
for Spain have received information that the Decree of 
November 12 regarding the stamping of bank notes came 
into force for the Canary Islands on December 1. 


TURKEY 


ECONOMIC AND COMMERCIAL CONDITIONS IN 
1936 


The economic policy of the Turkish Government is based 
on the adjustment of Turkey’s foreign trade balance, the 
stabilisation of Turkish currency and the development of 
Turkey’s exports and of industry,* writes the Commercial 
Counsellor to H.M. Embassy, Istanbul. 

The Turkish Government have pursued this policy with 
tenacity and their efforts have been crowned with a con- 
siderable measure of success. Turkish currency has been 
stabilised, a favourable trade balance has been established 
by an increase in exports and a reduction of imports and 
there has been a very marked advance in _ industrial 
development. 

The measures taken to achieve these objectives were :— 
(a) Severe restrictions on exchange, and (b) the quota 
regime of imports by means of which the Turkish Govern- 
ment were enabled to negotiate agreements with foreign 
countries based on the balance of trade or of trade and 
payments, and the application of prohibitions and legisla- 
tion for the encouragement of industry. 


INDUSTRIAL PROGRESS 


Industrial activity has been particularly marked. In a 
speech made by the Minister of National Economy he stated 
that one of the main criticisms levelled against Turkey’s 
industrial programme was that it could not succeed because 
there was a lack of skilled labour, and a second ground of 
complaint was that the State’s operation of the industrial 
plan left no scope for private enterprise. The Minister 
declared that the citizens of Turkey had seen the results 
of the first industrial plan, and it was now evident that 
the above objections could not be sustained. 

During the application of the first five-year industrial 
plan a second one had already been envisaged by the Turkish 
Government in order to develop Turkish exports and thus 
increase the favourable trade balance not only by means of 
the creation of new industries such as those already specified 
above, but by the industrialisation of Turkey’s exportable 
produce as well. Although no definite programme has been 
drawn up the Etti Bank will play an important réle in this 
connection. 

The report of the Siimer Bank contained an account of 
the satisfactory results obtained by the different national 
factories already in operation. Sales to the State have in- 
creased. Sales of cotton goods in 1934 increased by 12 per 
cent. as compared with the preceding year and by 97 per 
cent. in 1935. Sales of the Beycos leather factory increased 
by 71 per cent. in 1934 as compared with 1933 and by 51 
per cent. in 1935. 


GovERNMENT’sS ASSISTANCE TO AGRICULTURE 


The Turkish Government, taking into consideration the 
difficulties with which the peasants have had to contend in 
order to settle loans acquired from the Agricultural Bank, 
promulgated a Law in 1933 extending the terms of payment 
of these loans by an additional term of five years. This 
measure was, however, found to be an insufficient allevia- 
tion, and in these circumstances the period of grace was 
extended by an additional term of ten years. Interest has 
also been reduced from 5 per cent. to 3 per cent. 

By virtue of a Law dated December 16, 1935, the Turkish 
Government increased the value of the grain allocation to 
necessitous peasants from £T.1 million to £T.2} million. 
This grain will be distributed at cost price to peasants in 
areas which have suffered through drought or from other uh-

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favourable climatic conditions, and the value of the grain 
will be repaid in two years either in cash or in kind. This 
term of payment may be extended by the Turkish 
Government. 

The Government is doing its best to develop agriculture, 
and agricultural production, the principal asset of the 
country, was very satisfactory in 1935 and larger than in 
1934. 


SuHrpPinc: STATE OWNERSHIP 


In April last the State Shipping Line and a joint com- 
pany composed of private Turkish shipowners carrying out 
regular passenger-cargo services between Turkish ports were 
amalgamated into one concern under State direction as it 
was felt that in this way freight cutting could be eliminated 
and, with the limited number of merchant vessels available, 
services between Turkish ports could more successfully be 
co-ordinated. 

The Turkish Government wish to acquire about twelve 
new cargo-passenger vessels, as many of the existing vessels 
are of an old type and all are not economic to run. More- 
over, it is desired, once the new boats are acquired, to insti- 
tute regular services to certain Mediterranean ports. 


Tae Bupeet ror 1936-37 

The Turkish Budget for 1936-37 was voted by the 
Kamutay (The Grand National Assembly) on May 28 last. 
It provides for a total revenue of £T.212,764,000, as 
compared with £7T.195,013,000 in 1935-36, while the esti- 
mates of expenditure amount to £T.212,755,580, as against 
£T.195,011,000. A small surplus of £71.8,420 is therefore 
provided for. 

There is no doubt that the Turkish Government are deter- 
mined to live within their means, and considerable care is 
taken in drawing up Budget estimates which are based on 
a conservative system. Moreover, a strict control on expen- 
diture is maintained. 


ForeiGgn TRADE 


Following an account of the conditions which led up to 
the Anglo-Turkish Trade and Payments Agreement of 1935 
and the Trade and Clearing Agreement of 1936, and a dis- 
cussion of the terms of these Agreements, the Commercial 
Counsellor states that Turkey’s needs of foreign merchandise 
axe greater, for the present at all events, than her export 
availabilities, with the result that many countries have 
contracted considerable blocked credits which can only be 
released by the importation of Turkish goods. 

This situation has given an abnormal impetus to the sale 
abroad of Turkey’s products and notably in the case of Ger- 
many and to a lesser extent of Soviet Russia, the desire to 


obtain raw materials without the necessity of exporting ~ 


national currency has so stimulated demand that Turkish 
exporters have in many cases been able to obtain prices well 
above world levels. 

For those countries which have no clearing agreement 
with Turkey trade is practically impossible owing to the 
application of quota and exchange restrictions. 

During the year 1935 the value of Turkey’s exports was 
£T.95,861,137 and of her imports, £T.88,823,480, thus leav- 
ing a balance in her favour of £T.7,037,657. In the first 
six months of 1986 the value of Turkey’s imports was 
£T.44,559,916 and of her exports £T.41,006,516. In the 
absence of detailed statistics it is not possible to deter- 
mine the distribution of this trade but it is estimated that 
in 1985 Germany’s share of Turkey’s import and export 
trade was between 50 and 55 per cent. 


TRADE WITH THE UnitED Kinepom 


As regards the trade of the United Kingdom in 1935 the 
only basis that can be taken is that of the Board of Trade 
returns. These for 1935 were:—Imports from Turkey, 
£1,001,570; exports to Turkey, £1,021,272; and re-exports, 
£27,354. Among the principal imports into the United 
Kingdom from Turkey in 1935 were raisins £306,780, figs 
and fig cake £158,887, and hazel nuts £69,112. 

The United Kingdom’s exports to Turkey included woollen 
and worsted yarns and manufactures valued at £195,140; 
cotton yarns: grey, unbleached, £81,521; and bleached and 
dyed, £27,268; cotton piece-goods: white, bleached, £75,671; 
dyed in the piece, £62,717; printed, £32,948; and grey, un- 
bleached, £12,321; and iron and steel manufactures, £56,137. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
TRADE CONDITIONS 


The fortnightly cable received by the London office of the 
Guaranty Trust Company of New York refers to the floods 
which are raging over large areas along the Ohio river 
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and causing serious loss of life, property damage and 
paralysis of local business. Engineers fear that there will 
be record floods along the Mississippi later. This disaster 
and the prolonged automobile strike are retarding business 
somewhat; nevertheless general industry and trade have 
been active and wholesale and retail movements improved. 

The company’s preliminary index of business activity in 
December is 98-3, against 92:3 the month before and 82:1 a 
year ago. The wholesale price index, revised on January 15, 
is 84:1, against 80-6 the month earlier and 69-5 a year ago. 

December sales of 27 store chains were 19 per cent. above 
a year ago. Sales last year gained 15 per cent. December 
department store sales were 15 per cent. above a year ago; 
sales last year gained 12 per cent. 

Despite the smaller demand by the automobile industry— 
the result of strikes—steel producers are optimistic of the 
industry utilising practically all modern capacity. Miscel- 
laneous consumers are placing heavy orders. Export buying 
is becoming increasingly pronounced. Leading company 
producers anticipate an expenditure of large sums for plant 
expansion this year. 

Professor Irving Fisher’s index of wholesale commodity 
prices for the week ended January 23 was 90-2, against 90-7 
the week before and 90-1 the fortnight before. 


URUGUAY

MonTEVIDEO 

Exports of wool in December, 1936, the third month of

In order to facilitate trade and to simplify to some extent 
our requirements in connection with the admittance of 
Empire goods to preference in the Federated Malay States; 
Government has approved of the following modifications to 
existing procedure: 


2. Bills of Lading. 


In the case of goods which actually reach this country in 
the ship in which they were loaded at the Empire port of 
lading, the consignment condition will be regarded as ful- 
filled whether the ship comes direct or via a Colony port, 
provided that certificates of origin and the usual documents 
are in order. Short-landed or over-carried cargo should not 
therefore in future be refused preference on the sole ground 
that the goods, though landed in the Federated Malay 
States, were on a Colony Bill of Lading. 


8. Transhipment at Penang. 


In the case of goods which are shipped from an Empire 
port on a Bill of Lading to a port in the Federated Malay 
States and transhipped at Penang, preference may be given 
at the port of final destination in all cases except wiere 
the goods have been actually landed and stored in private 
godowns in Penang.

IRISH FREE STATE

The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has 
forwarded to the Board of Trade a copy of ‘‘ Emergency 
Imposition of Duties (No. 117) Order, 1937,’? made by the 
Irish Free State Executive Council on January 26, which 
increases the duty on cut flowers, flowers attached to bulbs 
and plants in foliage imported into the Irish Free State on 
and after January 27 from 9d. per lb. (preferential rate 6d. 
per lb.) to 1s. 3d. per Ib. (preferential rate 10d. per Ib.).

EXCHANGE CONTROL 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of January 21 (page 104), 
regarding the period following the grant of an “ approval 
of order ’’ within which goods must be imported into Iran, 
it is understood from the Iranian Department of Commerce 
that, if an applicant fails to register his ‘approval of 
order ” with the Exchange Control Commission within one 
month of its issue, the period of three months during which 
time the order is valid will begin from the date of issue 
and not from the date of registration. 


MOROCCO (FRENCH ZONE) 
CONSUMPTION DUTIES 


The Moroccan ‘‘ Bulletin Officiel ’’ of December 22, 1936, 
contains four Dahirs and a Decree, of the same date, all 
effective on December 23, which increase the consumption 
duties levied on certain goods when imported into, or pro- 
duced in, the French Zone of Morocco and impose new con- 
sumption duties on various articles which have hitherto 
been exempt. The changes provided for in these Dahirs are

The duty is applicable to complete valves, i.e.

Reception valves are de- 
fined as all valves which can be used in wireless 
receiving sets except rectifying valves, regulating 
valves and lighting or indicating lamps; valves 
emitting more than 15 watts are not regarded as 
reception valves.

NETHERLANDS EAST INDIES 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS ON ELECTRIC LAMPS 


The Commercial Agent at Batavia has forwarded particu-

(Staatsblad No. 18, dated January 14, 1937), which provides 
that during the period of twelve months from January 15, 
1937, to January 14, 1938, the importation into the Nether- 
lands East Indies of electric bulbs in excess of the under-

CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN 


A Circular, dated December 17, 1936, issued by the Polish 
Ministry of Finance, gives notice that certificates of origin 
should specify the commodity concerned and not state merely 
the tariff heading, in order to avoid non-acceptance of the 
certificate. 

In this connection it should be explained that the descrip- 
tion ‘‘ Colonial Goods ”’ or ‘‘ Southern Fruit ’’ is too vague 
and does not define the type and nature of the commodity. 
Consequently certificates of origin indicating ‘‘ Colonial 
Goods ”’ or ‘* Southern Fruit’’ without a nearer definition, 
e.g. coffee, tea, pepper, oranges, raisins, figs or the like, 
will not be accepted by the Customs authorities.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
MARKING OF GOODS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a United 
States Treasury Decision [T.D. 48713], published Decem- 
ber 24, 1936, which amends the United States marking 
regulations as follows :— 


(1) Transparent cellulose envelopes are required to 
be individually marked to indicate the country of origin. 

(2) Napkins, handkerchiefs and other embroidered 
and lace articles bearing sticker labels are not perma- 
nently marked as required by Section 304 of the Tariff 
Act when the name of the country of origin appears on 
the lower part of the labels, which part is connected to 
the larger or principal part of each label by means of 
a perforated line. 

(3) Atomisers of glass and metal may be marked by 
etching or otherwise permanently marking the name of 
the country of origin on the glass part or by die- 
sinking the name on the metal part of the atomiser, 
the marking to be legible and conspicuous. 

(4) Patented nickel-plated screws for tennis racket 
presses are required to be individually marked to indi- 
cate the country of origin. 


In the case of (2 )and (4) so far as this decision involves 
a change of practice at any port, it will be applied only to 
such articles which are imported after a period of sixty 
days has elapsed following the date of publication in the 
weekly Treasury Decisions. 


IMPORTATION OF SKINS OF WILD ANIMALS 


The Board of Trade have received information from the 
Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at Washington 
that the provision of the Lacey Act which affects the impor- 
tation into the United States of America of the skins of 
wild animals is being strictly enforced as from January 1, 
1937. This provision requires that all packages or containers 
in which wild animals or birds or the dead bodies or parts 
thereof or the eggs of any such birds are imported shall be 
plainly and clearly marked or labelled on the outside thereof 
with the names and addresses of the shipper and consignee 
and with an accurate statement showing by number and 
kind the contents thereof.
